ENATOR BROOKHART told a touching 


?tory in a debate during the last session 


rhout "carloads of apples" dumped into the 
Columbia river in the state of Washington, and 
Senator Capper capped it with a story of a j 
North Dakota farmer who sent a whole carload 
of potatoes to market and received, after the 
freight was paid. SI. 30 net for all his time and 
effort. Both stories were to illustrate how the 
railroad freight rate was shutting off the 
farmer from his markets and making his work 
in vain. 


It is true, no doubt, that freight rates could 


be reduced with much benefit to the farmer. 
But it is not true that telling such yarns will 
turn the trick. For some one investigated and 
found that the apples dumped into the Colum- 
bia river were part of one summer's Wenatchee 
Valley crop that, owing to an unfortunately hot 
and dry season, had become thoroughly infested 
with the worms of the coddling moth. The ap- 
ples were condemned by the state horticultural 
inspector in the valley and ordered dumped in 
the river. Similarly, tracing the shipment of 
the North Dakota farmer cited by Senator Cap- 
per, it was found that the potatoes making up 
the carload had been frozen in the field before 
shipping, and were mouldy. "Percentage of 
soft rot due to freezing, and had other blem- 
ishes," said the co-operative inspector who 
looked them over in his report at the time of 
shipment. Another inspector at Chicago said 
of the same car, "nearly, every bag wet, account 
frost decay; only 40 dry sacks out of 350 sacks; 
lower layer had small potatoes which were 
muddy." Which accounts in large measure, no 
doubt, for the check of §1.30 after paying trans- 
portation from Dakota to Chicago. 
On anyf. 


market, at any freight rate, rotted, mouldy 
potatoes, frozen and mixed with mud, do not 
command a fancy price. 


We cite these two instances of hyperbole, 


to call it nothing more, not to prejudice the 
farmers' complaint against high railroad rates, 
or his demand that short cuts be found in his 
road to market, but to indicate how badly the 
politicians who profess to serve his interests .do 
their job. When they produce perverted testi- 
mony such as this to bolster the farmers' case, 
they do it irreparable injury. Their whole argu- 
ment is vitiated by the careless use of evidence 
which they have never taken the trouble to 
investigate. They are frequently expert poli- 
ticians, but much less frequently pleaders 
equipped to make a successful fight for the 
farmer, and when the farmer depends upon 
them for help he is giving a good deal more 
than he is ever likely to get in return for his 
support. 


Inflation 


ERE'S a concrete example of the disaster 
which follows the inflation of currency. The 


two great steamship companies operated by 
German capital have just paid off their funded 
debt of 93,000,000 marks. When the companies 
contracted the obligations the mark was worth 
2f' cents, and the debt represented $22,000,000 
in terms of American money. But when they 
paid the debt recently it took only $4,500 worth 
of marks to clear up the whole obligation. The 
money \vas borrowed on bonds, and the money 
loaned by the bondholders used to purchase 
skips, buildings, machinery, etc. 
The bond- 


holders have lost their money, and the com- 
panies have the ships, buildings, etc. 


Obviously such a state of affairs is bound 


to disorganize and disturb business conditions 
in Germany. It is beggaring holders of secur- 
ities, and enormously enriching the holders of 
tangible property. 
Business men the world 


ever complain that Germany, byinflatmg her 
paper money, has been stealing the trade of 
the world through the lower prices she is en- 
abled to make. But at what cost! Maximilian 
Harden, in last'Sunday's Tribune, described 
the metamorphosis of Germany from a nation 
of thrifty workers to a nation of spendthrift, 
luxury-'loving, gambling idlers, and of pinching, 
f-tarving poverty. That is the price Gerrnanv 
^ P.ayiug _for inflation. It cannot go on. The

It is true that the approach of bankruptcy 


in German financial affairs is having the effect 
of inducing many observers to advocate a re-jlier fjst .lftBV 
duction in Germany's war obligations. 
They j 


want to scale reparations'down to an amount 
Germany may be able to pay, and it is obvious 
that in the present disastrous situation Ger- 
many cannot pay anywhere near the amount 
originally demanded, most of which is still in- 
sisted upon by the French. 
Some, indeed, be- 


lieve that the inflation of German currency was 
deliberately undertaken with this purpose in 
view—that it was a device to escape as cheaply 
as possible from the penalties of defeat. If it 
was', the men responsible for the scheme bear a 
great guilt. It would be much easier for the 
average German, and much better for the coun- 
try1 in the long run, to pay the taxes necessary 
tr carry the full reparations obligation, than 
to suffer the distresses which are falling upon 
the larger part of the German people today 
through the action of inflation. The big busi- 
ness interests of Germany are perhaps escap- 
ing some of the rigors they would have felt had 
Ihere been no inflation, and had there been un- 
compromising taxation to pay the bill. 
But 


ihey are in the minority. The bill is actually 
being paid many times over by the upper, mid- 
dle and lower classes not included among the 
owners of industry. The pity of it is that the 
reparations remain still unpaid. They can only 
be paid in sound money or in goods, and there 
is no sound money in Germany and the goods 
are rapidly passing into the hands of the prof- 
iteers. 


Eventually, no doubt, the profiteers of the 


era of inflation will be made to pay. But it is 
pitiable to see the rest of Germany beggared 
first.
